W .,” S. E. M cPherson, a mer­ 
chant of Orange, has brought suit 
against Ireland fo r.$50,000. 
M cPherson declares that the re­ 
m arks concerning him were made 
at a meeting of flour brokers in 
Los Angeles, to whom Ireland sug­ 
gested that it would be advisable 
for them not to sell flour to bakers 
who do not belong to the associa­ 
tions and who do not m aintain the 
prices set by the associations. 
Ireland, for 
a 
time, was assistant 
federal food administrator for Califor­ 
nia. 
Last December lie held meetings 
here of business 
men 
dealing 
with 
food products. 
He 
is 
a Los Angeles 
attorney. 
Secretary-Chairm an 
The alleged slander was not com­ 
mitted by Ireland in 
his 
connection 
with the food administration, however, 
but in his capacity as secretary-chair­ 
man of tiie Southern California Whole­ 
sale Bakers’ Association and of the 
Southern California Retail Bakers' As­ 
sociation. 
The complaint, filed by Attorney F. 
C. Drumm of Orange, outlines its case 
for damages as follows: 
Last January Ireland at Santa Ana 
addressed a meeting of the bakers of 
Orange county, and there told them 
that the purpose of the associations he 
represented was to fix and maintain a 
standard price for bread 
and 
other 
bakery products. 
He said that if the 
bakers went too far in their efforts to 
control prices they might violate the 
Sherman anti-trust law, but there was 
a happy medium and if the bakers did 
not go beyond that they would be all 
right. 
The complaint further 
alleges 
as 
follows: 
The associations have endeavored to 
fix and maintain prices 
for 
bakery 
products. 
However, the firm of Mc­ 
Pherson & Melton of Orange did not! 
join the association, but continued to j 
make bread of as good or a better qual­ 
ity than that made by the bakers of 
the association, and sold this bread to j 
the public at from two to four cents t 
less per loaf than the prices shown ini 
the schedule 
of 
the 
combination, j 
W hile selling for less, the complaint j 
alleges 
that 
McPherson & 
Melton 
have been making a fair, just and rea-j 
sonable profit. 
Makes Accusation 
It is alleged 
that 
the 
association 
and Ireland have trieu to prevent vari­ 
ous merchants and brokers from sell­ 
ing flour and baking materials to Mc­ 
Pherson & Melton, and have tried to 
compel the Orange firm to adopt as­ 
sociation scheduled 
prices 
or 
quit 
business. 
On April 15, 1918, tbere was a meet­ 
ing of flour brokers in Los Angeles, ad­ 
dressed by Ireland. 
It is alleged that 
Ireland at that meeting said in sub­ 
stance : 
That there are a few bakers who do 
not keep association prices; that of 
the price-cutters the 
worst one and 
leader and king-pin of the hunch is S. 
E. McPherson of Orange; that at that 
time with malicious intent and with a 
desire to injure McPherson, 
Ireland 
said: “ I cannot tell you not to sell 
flour to these persons, but a word to 
the wise is sufficient. 
1-Ie is a typical 
example of a regular I. W . W .”

“ That by ‘I. W. W .’ defendant meant 
Industrial Workers of the World.

Since A m erica entered the w ar thou­ 
sands of applications hav e been made 
to 1J. S. arm y authorities in London by 
A m ericans in the Britisli arm ies for 
transfer to their own. 
Of these thou­ 
sands ju s t six men hav e been trans­ 
ferred. 
I learned this today w hen I pre­ 
sented the case of a T exas new spaper 
man to the final authority in the m at­ 
ter. The Texas man had serv ed three 
years in the Philippines. 
W hen tiie 
present w ar brok e out he w as liv ing 
com fortably on a satisfactory salary— 
if there is such a thing— and driv ing 
his own Hupmobile. 
H is com fortable 
position w as the fruit of fifteen years 
or so of steady work and he thought 
lie w anted a holiday. 
Since the war 
could only last a few m onths, it would 
prov ide the holiday, and he journeyed 
to C anada to join. 
R ecently he was transferred from 
France to M esopotamia. 
Before go­ 
ing he placed his application for a 
transfer to the U. S. arm y and after 
arriv ing som ewhere east of Suez he 
wrote m e to inv estigate his chances. 
W hat I found v ery quick ly was that 
his chances were none. 
“You say he’s in 
M esopotam ia?” 
said the final military authority. “That 
would m ean that I should hav e to ask 
the B ritish arm y to tu rn him loose— 
it’s all a m atter of courtesy on the 
British arm y’s party, by the way—to 
come frpm M esopotamia on his simple 
statem ent tha t he was com ing to join 
the A m erican army. 
G ranted that 
your friend really would do it and 
find his own expense m oney for the 
trip, you can understand tha t what 
we do for one we hav e to do for all. 
We’d hav e to do it for thousands, scat­ 
tered all ov er Europe, A sia and Africa. 
“The disorganization that would be 
entailed would more than offset the 
benefit of hav ing the boys back under 
their own flag. It would w ork actual 
harm to the Allied arm ies. 
“So, in ju st six cases hav e I ask ed 
the B ritish arm y to effect the transfer. 
In each of these the decision has been 
that it w as actually essential. 
And to 
protect ev ery interest concerned the 
transferred men hav e not been giv en 
their discharge papers from the one 
army until they are safely enlisted in 
the other. 
Each has com e to me in 
charge of a British orderly carrying 
the discharge papers and been sent by 
me in charge of a U. S. orderly to the 
U. S. recru iting officer.

statement of 
the weight of the contents of such 
containers to be marked on the 
outside thereof, and such declara­ 
tion of contents must approximate 
the actual quantity of the fruit or 
berries in the package or contain­ 
er. 
‘'This is a national law and its 
provisions are being enforced in 
every state in the union. 
F a il­ 
ure of California packers to ob­ 
serve its requirem ents 
in 
inter­ 
state shipments w ill result in un­ 
pleasant and expensive complica­ 
tions to the shippers and subject 
this department to censure. 
The persons engaged 
in 
the 
packing of fruits and berries in 
containers have in the past been 
more or less indifferent to the re­ 
quirements of this law, and there 
has been a lack of proper co-opera­ 
tion on their part with this depart­ 
ment, which earnestly desires to 
he in word and act truly a public 
service institution In the interest 
of tlie industry. 
“ The law is practical in its oj>- 
eration and is based on a principle 
which is a fundam ental. Its great­ 
est influence as a protective meas­ 
ure is dependent upon its uniform 
and rigid enforcem ent and in this 
respect this departm ent will not 
he unmindful of its duties made 
m andatory upon it therein.
